This is in further reference to my letter to you dated December 14, 1981, 
regarding your concern over the budget reductions in the Federal Protective 
Service and their effect upon the level of protection provided to your agency. 


On January 27, 1982, I was advised by the Office of Management and Budget (OMB) 
that they concurred in my recommendation to establish a minimum employment 
ceiling of 237 Federal Protective Service personnel for your agency. Conse- 
quently, I have directed the Administrator of the National Capital Region to 
take whatever steps are necessary to assure that adequate protection is 
provided at CIA facilities. I have authorized the following actions on the 
part of the Regional Administrator: 


1) An exemption to the hiring freeze for Federal Protective Officers 
at CIA facilities in the National Capital Region; 


2) Interregional transfers to the extent possible; and 


3) Selective reductions-in-force at other locations with reallocation 
of freed vacant positions to CIA facilities. 


I am certain that these actions coupled with my commitment to service our 
client agencies will provide the means necessary to maintain effective 

protection for your facilities. You can continue to be assured of my full 
cooperation. 
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
